The General Exténsion Division 
of the University /of Florida has 
recently sent to fhe Canal Point 
School, through the efforts of Dr. 
John A. Broxson, information in 
regard to failures in the elemen- 
tary schools of Florida. 


Failure is the most universal 
feature of public education, ‘es 
based on facts presented in the 
Florida School: Bulletin, Nov. 15, 
1938. If а child fails to complete 
the work of a grade in a year and 
is not promoted he becomes a slow 
progress pfipil; that is, he fails. 
More than one-third of the white 
elementary'school pupils in Florid: 
have failed. 

There were, 150,518 pupils reg 
istered in the first six grades of the 
Florida schools, of which over one- 
third, 36.5 per cent, failed. Ас 
[cording to statistics, it is evident 
tiat the cause and fact of failures 
are not confined either to the size 
Of the school or to the grade {п 
which the child is placed. The

A field trip into the Lake Wil- 
son section of the county was 
made on “Monday by representa 
tive of the starch manufacturing 
interests, Mr. Lashbrook said, and 
the proposition now depends on 
obtaining the necessary land. 

“At least we know that we do 
have the land suited for the job," 
Mr. Lashbrook said. "And we know 
the proposition is so good that 
Other towns are already hot on 
the trail" 

For that reason he declined to 
name the individuals visiting here 
on Monday. 

The starch manufacturers, Mr. 
Lashbrook said, bave two other 
sites in mind. “But they prefer to 
locate near Kissimmee if they 
can." 

One feason is that the manufac- 
ture of starch also provides a 
source of pulp as a by product. 
The pulp is used for fattening 
cattle. — Kissimmee's importance 
as a cattle‘ marketing center is

MIAMI, Jan. 22. (FNS)—The 
Florida Reseárch Foundation is 
working to uncover all avail 
able facts and data relative to the 
growing and processing of trop- 
ical and subtropical plants that 
will produée products formerly 
coming from the tropics. 

The United States annually im- 
ports over $400,000,000 worth of 
such products as rubber, kapok, 
silk, fibers, tapioca, quinine, nuts, 
fats and oils. Some of these can 
be successfully produced here and 
substitutes for them are being de- 
veloped. 

Foundation director H. I. Moss 
barger points out an opportunity 
for Florida to develop extensive 
agricültural-and industrial enter- 
prises on the basis of information 
already available and it is certain 
future data will disclose many ad 
ditional such opportunities. 

The United States,Sugar Corp- 
oration at Clewiston, alert to the 
opportunity, has established a mil 
lion dollar laboratory which, is con- 
ducting research toward the pro: 
duction of new, needed arid useful 
Products, and their experiments 
with lemon grass have proven very 
successful. Florida today is the 
only source.of lemon grass oil in 
this country: and extract firms are 
ready to purchase any amount that 
the state сап produce. 

If federal restrictions on sugar
